As you are aware from my letter of April 28, 1950,

consolidation of their respective communications programs. 
“This study has not yet been completed in all phases, but 
it has progressed to the point where the Department's 
communications officials have concluded, in consultation 
with responsible communications officers of your Agency, 
that it is desirable and practicable to consider im- 
mediately a consolidation of effort at several points. 


The Department recently addressed inquiries to a 
number of posts in the Southwest Pacific area, and from 
the replies received it is apparent that there are now 
four points at which it may be possible to establish and 
operate low-powered radio stations from the Foreign Ser- 
vice posts themselves, for the purpose of exchanging, 
through a relay station, telegraphic conmunications with
